TONE OF NOTE, BUT

Crisis Regarded as Being Over 
for Present, and Situation .

NO REPLY TO BE MADE, 


Declared That Germany Did 
Not Intend to Attach Condi- 
tions to Its Concessions.

BERLIN, May 10, via Amsterdam and 
London, May 11—President Wilson’s 
prompt reply to the German note was 
delivered by Ambassador Gerard per- 
sonally to Herr von Jagow at 1 o’clock 
today. The Ambassador and the For- 
eign Secretary talked over it for half 
an hour. 

Germany will not answer or formally 
acknowledge its receipt. It is not un- 
derstood that any answer is required, fn 
view of the tone of the note. With the 
admission and acceptance of responsibil- 
ity for the attack on the Sussex, the 
immediate crsis created by President 
Wilson's note is considered here as being 
ended. 

The public already is aware of the 
contents of the note from a Reuter text 
published in the press this morning. At 
the same time Germany’s admission of 
blame in the Sussex case was made 
known through the press. 


U. 8S. Note to Be Ign 

The tone of the American note is deep- 
ly resented in many quarters, but will 
be ignored. The tone ts regarded as 
being unnecessarily and deliberately 
‘harp and brusque, to a point almost of 
being offensive to the sense of pride 
of a nation. 

It is declared that the tone manifested 
in President Wilson’s last two notes is 
not such as generally is used by one 
great nation to another, and that it 
has confirmed in the minds of the Ger- 
man people that President Wilson and 
Secretary Lansing are hopelessly un- 
just and one-sided in their standpoint 
of the European war; intensely preju- 
diced and an hte Ge ; and 
that the German people can expect 
neither justice nor fair treatment from 
the Washington Government: Not a 
few see in the last notes a tone of 
“self-constituted supreme judge of the 
world.”’ 

These are the views expressed today 
in quarters high and low. 

It is stated that the expectation ex- 
pressed in German notes that Wash- 
ington would be consistent and proceed 
impartially against all warring powers 
in insisting upon respect for the rights 
of Americans and the observance of 
international law, was not a condition 
‘* Ge>:-any’s concession, nor intended 
to be construed as such, but that the 
German people did have the moral right 
in the bitter struggle for existence to 
expect from the neutral Washington 
Government’ the same consideration as 
accord England. 


British Note Cited. 

Stress is laid upon the statement in 
the British answer to President Wil- 
son's protest on the violation of Amer- 
man rights and the nonobservance of 
international law in the mail blockade 
questions, to “‘methods of warfare have 
changed,’’ which, it is declared, ap- 
pears to find acceptance with Presi: 
dent Wilson and Secretary Lansing, but 
for which no hearing or understanding 
is found when advanced by Germany. 

Newspaper comment up to noon 
showed restraint and reserve. 

Despite the deep undercurrent of re- 
sentment there is much satisfaction ti.at 
the crigis is ended and the situation 
closed. Many who profess to see in 
President Wilson's two notes a provoc- 
ative tone, however, are not quite easy 
in their minds about the future. 

Both consolation and satisfaction are 
found in the bitter disappointment seen 
in the French and English press over 
the outcome. 

There were some anxious hours yes- 
terday when the first news of the Cym- 
ric was received, briefly stating that it 
had been torpedoed and sunk. There 
were no details. There was great relief 
today when dispatches came quoting 
the Journal of Commerce that no lives 
had been lost.

WASTE PAPER IN SCHOOLS 
BRINGS ABOUT $200 A WEEK 


Sale of Discarded Publications Col- 
lected by Pupils Goes to Teach- 
ers’ Pension Fund. 


The high price of waste paper, caused 
by the general rise recently in price of 
Paper stock, is adding substantially to 
the funds of the Board of Education and 
of the Teachers’ Benevolent Association. 
The teachers’ fund is being added to 
from the sale of old newspapers’ brought 
to school each day by the children, while 
the Board of Education gets the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the waste paper 
picked up in the schoolrooms at the 
close of each day. 

Since April 27, the date when the chil- 
dren were asked to begin bringing a 
newspaper a day to school, the schools 
have sold 40,000 pounds of old newspa- 
pers at an average price of 47 cents a 
hundred pounds. This would make the 
value of the paper sold approximately 
$188. Superintendent of Instruction Blew- 
ett said this morning that reports from 
the schools indicated there is at least 
40,000 pounds more paper in the schools 
which has not yet been sold. At this 
rate the value of the paper collected in 
about two weeks would be nearly $400. 

This money is added to the fund from 
which the Teachers’ Benevolent Associa- 
tion pays $15 a month to —— retired 
because of age.

Virtually Refuses Appointment 
in Letter; Major Announces 
He Will Not Insist. 


WILLIAMS STILL MEMBER, 


Resignation Not Yet Accepted, 
Governor Says, and Will 
Not Be for Present.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 11.—Gov. 
Major told newspaper correspondents 
today that Norman Vaughan had writ- 
ten him a letter in which he practically 
ceclined to accept appointment as Po- 
lice Commissioner of St. Louis because 
of tre publication in the newspapers of 
the fact that he had been convicted of 
rransiaughter for the killing of Hayden 
Loring. 

The Governor said the resignation of 
Commissioner Charles P. Williams had 
not Leen accepted and that the situs- 
tion would remain as it is at present. 

“IT think the chances are 100 to 1 that 
Mr. Vaughan will not accept,” Gov. 
Major said. “In fact, I have a letter 
from him, written after the publication 
of the facts in connection with the 
manslaughter case, in which Mr. 
Vaughan expressed the fear that the 
publicity given the matter might affect 
his efficiency in the Police Department, 


Land I have decided to let the matte: 


rest where it is.. The resignation of 
Commissioner WilHams is on my desk, 
but has not been accepted. Even if he 
should refuse to act, there are four 
commissioners left who are able to take 
care of the work.” 

Gov. Major reiterated the statement 
which he made to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in St. Louis Tuesday night, that 
he did not know of Vaughan’s convic- 
tiot for manslaughter when he an- 
nounced that he would appoint him to 
the Police Board. 

“T had an idea—I don’t know where 
I got it,” said the Governor, “that 
Veughan had killed a man years ago, 
but the fact that he had been indicted 
ane convicted was news to me when 
published in the newspapers.” 

That the Governor adheres to his pol- 
fly of appointing “original Major men 
orly,”” and will ‘select one of his po- 
litical friends to fill the vacancy on 
the Police Board, was indicated in his 
interview on the Vaughan appointment, 
wien he said: 

‘‘When I learned of Williams’ resig- 
nition I began casting about among my 
friends in St. Louis for a suitable man 
to fill the vacan *. I remembered 
Vaughan's able service as a member of 
the Panama Exposition Commission and 
I decided to surprise him wiih the ap- 
pointment."’ 

Gov. Major also said Williams wanted 
to resign from the Police Board two 
years ago, but agreed to continue in the 
office at the Governor’s personal solict- 
tation. 

Vaughan Tells What He Wrote to 
Governor in His Letter. 
Vaughan told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he had written a letter to tue 
Governor, in which he said he did not 
care to take the place if the publishing 
of a misstatement as to his record in 
the Post-Dispatch would embarrass ‘ne 
administration. The Post-Dispatch in 
one edition erroneously said that 
Vaughan was serving time in the peni- 
tentiary when pardoned by Gov. Folk. 
rie was at liberty under an appeal and 

never entered the penitentiary.

OR. LIEBKNECHT I$ DENIED 
POSTPONEMENT OF HIS TRIAL 


Reichstag Committee Says Socialist 
Arranged Demonstration When 
Crowd Cried “Down With Kaiser.” 
BERLIN, via London, May 11.—The 

Business Committee of the Reichstag 
has declined to consider an urgent mo- 
tion by the Socialists to postpone the 
trial of Dr. Kar] Liebknecht and to sus- 
pend his arrest until after the ad- 
journment of the Reichstag. The Social- 
ists claimed parliamentary immunity 
for Dr. Liebknecht. 

Herr von Payer, the reporter of the 
committee, read official documents in 
which Dr. Liebknecht admitted partic- 
ipation in a peace demonstration, but 
denied that he was guilty of treason. 
Herr von Payer gave the following ac- 
count of the arrest: 

“On May 1, Dr. Liebxnecht  partici- 
pated in a peace demonstration in 
Pottsdamer Platz. The population be- 
came excited and shouted: 

“*Down with he war! Down with the 
Kaiser’ 

“Dr. Liebknecht had erranged the en- 
tire demonstration through his pamph- 
lets. When arrested he resisted violent- 
ly, but at last he was knocked -down 
and overpowered by the police. The ex- 
cited command threatened to lynch the 
police, but was dispersed by the mill- 
tary. There is no doubt that Lieb- 
knecht by his attitude assisted the 
enemy.” 


PLAN BY WHICH BRITISH 
SOLDIERS MAY PAY DEBTS 


Advances Will Be Made Up to $10 a 
Week to Meet Pressing 
Obligations. 

LONDON, May 11—The long awaited 
Government plan for assisting married 
soldier- to meet their household ex- 
penses while in the army will soon be 
made public. According to the morning 
newspapers, any man, single or mar- 
ried, will be pérmitted apply for 
grants. to enable him to meet such 
liabilities as mortgage, interest, build- 
ing or furniture installments, rent, 
taxes, insurance and in the case of 
married men, expenses of educating 
children.

in no case exceel $10 weekly.

HUGHES APPEARS 
AS PROGRESSIVES 
HOPE FOR UNITY 


His Nomination, Bull Moosers 
Believe, Woulc Bring Har- 
mony Into Republican Party. 


ROOSEVELT FIRST CHOn 


Executive Committee Holds All 
Day Session—‘“Peace, but 
Not at Any Price.” 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 11.—A majority of 
the leaders of the Progressive party 
believe the nomination of Charles £E. 
Hughes by the Republican national con- 


vention at Chicazo next month, will be 
indorsed by the Prug:assives and unite 
the two parties. if Justico Hughes de- 
clares his intention to accept and make 
a statement of principles acceptable to 
the Bull Moose men. 

This was the unrecorded conclusion 
of the leaders of the Progressive par- 
ty who met yesterday at the national 
headquarters as the Executive Commit- 
tee of the organization. There was an 
all-day discussion of candidates and it 
was apparent that Justice Hughes, ex- 
cept only Col. Roosevelt, was the only 
man all could agree to support. 

Those present were George W. Per- 
kins, William Flynn, Walter F. Brown, 
Harold L. Ickes, William H. Childs, 
Matthew Hale, Horace S. Wilkinson, E. 
A. Van Valkenberg, E. H. Hooker, 
Herbert Knox Smith, William Draper 
Lewis, Clarence P. Dodge, H. P. Gard- 
ner and B. F.. Harris. 

Discussed the Candidates. 

George W. Perkins was asked whether 
candidates had been discussed. 

‘"Yes,”” he replied, “‘we discussed the 
relative strength of candidates.’’ 

When asked who would be acceptable 
to the Progressives if Col. Roosevelt is 
not named by the Republicans, and in 
reply to a specific question in which 
Elihu Root’s name was mentioned, 
Perkins said: 

“IT must decline to answer that ques- 
tion or to discuss candidates. It would 
complicate matters for me to do so. 

‘We are going to Chicago 1000 strong 
as are the Republicans. Of course, Col. 
Roosevelt is our first choice. Talking 
for myself only, let us suppose he is not 
acceptable to the Republicans. Then we 
will ask them who thelr first choice is, 
en whom they are nearly unanimous. 
If their man is not agreeable to us, the 
Republicans will be in a position to men- 
tion their second choice, and so on. We 
are willing to be reasonable for the sake 
of harmony.” 

It appeared from what Perkins and 
others sald that the Progressives will 
mark time until the Republicans nomi- 
nate. It may be that the nominations 
will be made simultaneously after an 
agreement is reached. 

Some Objection to Hughes. 

In the discussion objections were 
raised to Hughes, based partly on the 
belief that in keeping still he Is playing 
politics and hurting the Colonel's 
chances while privately asserting he 
favors Roosevelt. 

The Executive Committee met in the 
Hotel Manhattan and there Col. Roose- 
velt joined the party. He impressed 
on his leaders that they must keep faith 
with the rank and file, who look to them 
to uphold the principles indorsed in 1912 
and at the same time keep faith with 
these who took literally the Chicago 
atatement in January that the party 
will seek peace with honor. 

Col. Roosevelt refused to make any 
statement about the meeting. 


George W. Wickersham, former Attor 
ney-General, made this statement when 
asked why he did not sign the indorse- 
ment of Root: 

“Tf my signature could make Mr. Root 
President I would gladly give it, as I 
regard him as the ablest living Re- 
publican. However, I do not think that 
he possesses the confidence of the whole 
and without 
that confidence he cannot be elected. 

“Justice Hughes has that confidence 
and he appears to be the man who can 
unite the Republican party and be elect- 
ed. I deprecate the necessity of going 
to the Supreme Court for a candidate, 
but under the circumstances it appears 
necessary.”’ 

Want Unity Candidate. 

Wickersham said the Republicans must 
nominate someone who can unite all fac- 
tions, and Hughes appeared to be the 
only man who could do that. 

“Tf the nomination is tendered to him 
at Chicago,” said Wickersham, “I do 
not see how he can possibly refuse it. 
His attitude thus far has been scrupu- 
lously correct. A’‘Justice of the Supreme 
Court cannot appear as a candidate, but 
neither a Justice of that court nor any 
vuther citizen can say that if within a 
great emergency the people call him as 
a standard bearer, 
that call.” 


A statement issued by the executice 
committee said: 

“If the Republican convention is re- 
sponsive to the patriotic spirit that 
brought it into being and made it dom- 
inant for half a century, it will meet 
this crisis in a spirit of broad pa- 
trictism that rises above partisanship. 
Shold the effort fail, responsibility for 
the result will not rest on the Progres- 
sive convention, but will rest on other 
shoulders than ours. 

“In this turning point in world his- 
tory, we will not stick on details. We 
Will lay aside partisanship and preju- 
dices, but we will never surrender the 
principles for which we stand and have 
stood and will follow only a leader who

FATHER SENT 10 


JAIL FOR CUTTING 
HIS SON'S HAND 


Fine of $100 Also Imposed and 
Justice Longs to Sentence Him 
to Whipping Post. 


Antone Skrivan, 50 years old, of 6610 
Bartmer avenue, University City, a la- 
borer, was sentenced to jail for six 
months and was fined 3100 by Justice 
A. A. Ladd of University City this 
morning for cutting the right hand of 
his 12-year-old son, John Skrivan, a 
week ago yesterday, with a pocket 
knife. Skrivan cut the skin of the boy’s 
knuckle, between the index and mid- 
dle fingers, to keep him from playing 
marbles. 

In imposing the fine and jail sentence, 
which were the limit of the law on the 
charge of common assault, the Justice 
told Skrivan that he wished Missouri 
had the whipping post for such cases 
as his. “‘You ought to have 18 lashes 
on the bare back,” the Justice said. 

Boy Tells of Catting. 

John Skrivan, on the witness stand, 
said the cutting took place early one 
morning, while he and his little broth- 
er, Mike, were washing dishes. After 
showing the cut to the Court, he said: 

“I was washing the dishes and Mike 
was wiping them. My father was sit- 
ting in a chair watching us. Then my 
father called me and looked at my 
hand. My knuckles were dirty and he 
scratched them with a knife to get the 
dirt off, and cut me, He said that 
would keep me from playing marbles.” 

Prosecutor Wolff thought the boy 
was trying to shield his father by re- 
ferring to the cutting as scratching,’ 
and he asked him if a deep scar could 
be made that way. 

“First he only scratched like this,” 
the boy replied, indicating a scraping 
side-to-side movement, “but then he 
cut down hard.” He said his hand bied 
for about 10 minutes, after Which he 
wrapped it up and went to school.

ASQUITH GOES TO DUBLIN 


Lords and Commons Both Dis- 
cuss Trouble and Causes 
Leading to It. 


LONDON, May 11—Fourteen persons 
have been executed in Ireland, Harold 
J Tennant, Parliamentary Under-Sec- 
retary’ for War, told a questioner in 
the House of Commons today. Seventy- 
three persons have received sentences 
of penal servitude and six of impris- 
o:.ment at hard labor, the Under-Secre- 
tary added. 

Tennant said two others had been 
sentenced to déath, but the sentences 
had not been carried out. The num- 
ber deported from Ireland was given as 
1706, Those deported have not yet been 
tried, and are still in the United King- 
dom, 

The number of casualties among ci- 
vilians in the uprising in Ireland up to 
May 9 was given by Premier Asquith in 
the House as 180 killed and 614 wounded. 
Premier Asquith announced in the 
House of Commons this afternoon that 
he felt it to be his duty to go to Dub- 
lin, today. 
Irish affairs 
a more important position in the 
public mind than they did at 
the time of the home rule controver- 
é6y. Both Houses of Parliament were 
engaged with them today. John Dil- 
lon’s motion for discussion of execu- 
tions in Ireland comes up in the House 
of Commons.and the House of Lords is 
considering Lord Loreburn’s motion ex- 
pressing dissatisfaction with the Irish 
administration. 

The debate in the House of Commons 
is regarded as the more important, for 
there the Government comes under the 
cross-fire of the whole Irish party and 
of a large number of Liberal members 
who are determined to bring an end not 
only to arrestg and executions in Ire- 
land, but martial law. 

The execution in County Cork of 
Thomas Kent, although it took place 
before Premier Asquith gave his assur- 
ance that no further death sentences 
would be carried out until the debate 
was concluded, has hrought forth fur- 
ther protests from Irish parliamentary 
circles. The Nationalists also are con- 
cerned at the continued arrest and de- 
portation to England.for confinement 
in English jails of rebels from all parts 
of the country. The number of arrests 
has not yet been made known, but it 
must be several thousand.

Justice Woodson’s Reference to

as Ground for Rehearing. 


A new motion for delay in the city’s 
$2,300,000 mill tax judgment against 
the United Railways Co., payment of 
which is now due under the United 
States Supreme Court’s decision of one 
month ago, was filed with the State Su- 
preme Court at Jefferson City today 
by former Judge Henry S. Priest, the 
company's chief counsel, The company 
has kept up a continuous resistance in 
the courts since the mill-per-passenger 
tax was enacted in 1903. The granting 
of the present motion would probably 
mean an added delay of two years or 
longer. 

The motion, according to City Counsel- 
or Daues, is based on a “slip of the 
tongue,” or of the pen, alleged to have 
been made by Judge Woodson of the 
State Supreme Court, in concurring in 
the court’s judgment against the com- 
pany. which was handed down in De- 
cember, 1914. It was from this decision 


that the company appealed to the Unit-* 


ed States Supreme Court, which deliv- 
ered its judgment -z.pril 10. 

Judge Woodson, ~ ‘hile concurring with 
Judges Walker, Lamm and Brown in a 
Gecision written by Walker, expressed 
his views in a separate Written opinion. 
Judges Graves, Bond and . aris dissent- 
é@! in an opinion written by Graves. 

Phrase Which Is Basis of Motion. 
At the end of his opinion Judge Wood- 
son write: “I therefore concur in the 
majority opinion.”” Priest, in his mo- 
ticn, holds that this was not what Judge 
Woodson should have said. According 
te Priest, he should have said: “I con- 
cur in affirming the judmment, for the 
rexusons expressed in my separate opin- 
_i¢en.”’ Priest’s reason for this argument 
is that, in his opinion, Judge Woodson 
based his judgment on different grounds 
tLan those on which th» three other 
Jvdges Wased their opinion. 

Therefore, t’riest asks a modification 
or correctign of the court’s judgment. 
fz this motion is heard and denied, an- 
other appeal to the United States Su- 
preme Court would probably follow. 

City Counselor Daues told a Post- 
Dispatch reportedthat he considered 
‘Priest’s motion to be based on a vesy 
fine point. He said if the case were 
to be taken again to the United 
States Supreme Court on a writ of 
error, based on a rehearing on this 
point in the State Supreme Court, he 
would probably ask that the United 
States Supreme Court enforce its 10 
per cent rule. This rule is that when 
an appeal is taken on a writ of error 
the appellant can be assessed an ad- 
ditional 10 per cent over the amount 
of the judgment, if the court finds 
that the writ of é¢rror was sued out 
as a matter of vexatious delay, and 
not in good faith. 

At the time of the United States 
Supreme Court’s decision last month 
Priest told reporters that it was final, 
and that the money would have to 
be paid, The city was assured of pay- 
ment, he said, by a band for twice 
the amount of the judgment, with 
three trust companies as sureties. 

Total Due Over 83,560,000, 

The $2,800,000 covered by the judgment 
represented about.two-thirds of the 
whole amount due, which is somthing 
more than $3,656,000. Suits are pending 
for the balance. Daues said he had 
lately received intimations that the 
United Railways Co. would like to set- 
tle with the city, on the basis of pay- 
ing the $2,300,000 judgment now, and pay- 
ing the balance after the Board of 
Aldermen shall‘ have passed an ordi- 
nance reducing the mill tax to a tax 
of one-half mill, or less, for each 5-cent 
passenger.

156 Members Progress Rapidly 
in Learning Rudiments of 
Military Formations. 


DISCIPLINE MAINTAINED 


Business Men ‘‘Called’’ Hard for 
Not Paying Strict Attention 
to Orders. 


The 156 business and professional men 
training for national defense in the 
Officer Reserve Training Corys, at First 
Regiment Armory, have progressed so 
far In the rudiments of military forma- 
ions that next week they are to be 
allowed to step out in brand-new uni- 
ferms, armed with army rifles. An- 
nouncement was made at last night’s 
training session that by the next drill 
night khaki outfits, the campaign hats, 
flannel shirts and tan leather leggins 
will have arrived. 

The new uniforms, to be paid for by 
the members, are the same as those 
to be worn at the regular army Citizens’ 
Training Camps this summer. They 
are distinguished from the uniforms of 
the officers only by the hat cord, which 
in the case of the Reserve Training 
Corps is red, white and blue, while that 
of the army men is a dark brown. 


Five Companies on Floor 
Shouts of “column right,’’ Pastis 


left,” “‘halt’” and other army commands, 
filled the spacious Armory last night as 
five companies drilled simultaneously. 
The national guard officers, in charge 
of the companies, kept: them constantly 
moving. There was marching and coun- 
ter marching, turns to the right and 
left, half-face diagonal marching and 
various other maneuvers. 

The members went: about training ear- 
nestly, although sometimes awkwardly. 
some of them could not help looking 
from right to left to see what their com- 
panions were doing. Those who did this 
were usually a little behind time in exe- 
cuting the sharp orders of the Captains. 

Strict discipline was maintained and 
when an officer saw members of his 
company not paying attention of failing 
to respond promptly to his commands, 
he gave those men a private lecture. 
One squad of Capt. J. F. Carmack’s 
company improperly executed a ‘‘close- 
up’”’ order, followed by a sharp ‘‘Halt.”’ 
They came to a stop a step in advance 
of the remainder of the line. 

Capt. Carmack singled them out. They 
might have been bankers, heads of large 
businesses or the most prominent law- 
yers or Judges in town. But to the 
Captain they were just privates. ‘You 
fellows were not paying attention,” he 
shouted, ‘‘You didn’t hear the order be- 
cause your minds were not on what you 
were doing. I am going to talk to you 
just like I talk to the men of my own 
company. You’ve got to pay attention. 
When I gave that command you were 
all looking over there. I saw you.”’ 

“Over there,’’ referred to by the Cap- 
tain, was the side wall near the entrance 
where a number of women and girls, 
friends or relatives of the recruits, were 
seated, watching the drilling. 

The officers in charge of the drilling 
last night were Capt. Maynard Fought, 
Company E, National Guard of Mis- 
eouri; Capt. Gus Sauerwein, Company C; 
Capt. George Stewart, Company A; 
Capt. Rodney Rombauer, Company B; 
Capt. A. C. McMann, Company H, and 
Capt. J. F. Carmack, Company I. 

Lecture of Instruction. 

Preceding the drill a lecture of instruc- 
tion was given by Col. Nelson B. Ed- 
wards. George W. Simmons, vice presi- 
dent of the Simmons Hardware Co., also 
made a talk, urging the members of the 
corps to aid in getting recruits for the 
First Regiment. A special effort is be- 
ing made this week to add at least 200 
men to the five companies of the First 
Regiment in order to bring them up to 
the strength required for the State en- 
sampment to be held at Nevada begin- 
ning July 25. This strength must be 
reached by May 1. 

Simmons said every member of the 
corps should make himself a committee 
of one to seek recruits for the national 
guard. He said : e had arranged to have 
officers of the First Regiment talk to 
groups of his young men employes*at). 
ecnvenient hours and show them the 
advantages of the military training. 
“Recruiting night’’ is to be observed at 
the Armory Saturday night. This will 
close the campaign for recruits for the 
national guard. Every member of the 
Officers’ Reserve Training Corps is ex- 
pected to be there and to bring at least 
one recruit. 

The members of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Training Corps are not enlisted 
in the national guard. Theirs is purely 
an independent organization and _ the 
m.embers are under no obligations as to 
service. They are, being trained so that 
in case of need they would be qualified 
to become commissioned officers in the 
netional guard or in a volunteer army. 
Many of them have had previous mili- 
tary training. Some are West Point 
men and others are graduates of mili-| 
tary academies. All except 15 are col- 
lege graduates. Harvard leads with 21 
men. Princeton is next with 18 and 
Washington University is third with 15,

RUSSIAN LEADER 
TELLS WAY TROOPS 
WENT 10 FRANCE 


“To Show We Are Firmly With 
Our Allies,” Says Dr. Milu- 
koff of Duma. 


LONDON, May 11.—Prof. Paul Milu- 
koff, the leader of the Constitutional- 
Democratic party. in Russia and one 
of the most prominent members of 
the Duma party now visiting En- 
gland, in an interview with the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent discussed 
Germany’s latest peace efforts, say- 
ing: 

“Of course, Germany would like to 
have peace now, when the balance is 
so much in her favor. But the allies 
don’t want peace, so Germany’s ef- 
forts in that direction will go for 
naught. 

“You ask me how long I think the 
war will last. I will quote your great 
President Abraham Lincoln. He said, 
when the same question was asked 
him at the time of the Civil War: 

“Until we have attained our ob- 
ject.’ 

“We must and will go on until last- 
ing peace can be established. Per- 
sonally, I think that could best be 
done by the creation of the United 
States of Europe along the lines of 
nationality. That is a good basis for 
future peace.” 

Being asked by the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent the true reason for the ap- 
pearance of Russian troops in France, 
he answered: “To show that we are 
fighting side by side with our allies for 


ithe same caus*.’’ 


EX-CONVICT ACCUSES PASTOR 
OF ATTEMPT AT BLACKMAIL 


Philadelphia Minister Arrested After 
He Announced Plan to Preach 
Sermon on Plaintiff's Career. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 11.—The Rev. 
George C. Richmoni, suspended pastor 
of St. John’s Episco al Church, was 
arrested by postal inspectors yesterday 
and held in $500 bail, on the charge of 
having attempted to blackmail a mem- 
ber of his former congregation by 
threatening to deliver a sermon next 
Sunday entitled *‘A Remarkable Escape 
from Sing S‘ng, or How I Won a Place 
in Decent Society for a Notorious Crim- 
inal.”’ 

E. Howard Neumer, a clerk in the 
Pennsylvania Hospital, identified letters 
sent by the Rev. Mr. Richmond to him 
and to Superintendent Daniel Test of 
the hospital. Neumer admitted he had 
served a sentence in Sing Sing. 

One of the letters reads: 

‘‘My Dear Howard—yYielding to numer- 
ous requests, I have decided to prepare 
and deliver (next Sunday) in public a 
lecture on ‘a remarkable escape from 
Sing Sing, or how I won a place in 
decent society for a notorious crimi- 
nal.’ 

“Thir, as you well know, will be a 
complete statement of your career, to- 
gether with a revelation of how I 
brought you to Philadelphia Hospital 
and how since then you have struggled 
upward. 

“If you have any suggestion to make 
kindly mail them at once, as my notices 
go out Wednesday p. m. Have not yet 
received Easter offering. Your pew rent 
is still due for past nine months.”

TOP OF A SUSPECT'S SHOE 


Identified as Part of $200 Worth of

LONDON, May 11.—Prof. Paul Milu- 
koff, the leader of the Constitutional- 
Democratic party. in Russia and one 
of the most prominent members of 
the Duma party now visiting En- 
gland, in an interview with the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent discussed 
Germany’s latest peace efforts, say- 
ing: 

“Of course, Germany would like to 
have peace now, when the balance is 
so much in her favor. But the allies 
don’t want peace, so Germany’s ef- 
forts in that direction will go for 
naught. 

“You ask me how long I think the 
war will last. I will quote your great 
President Abraham Lincoln. He said, 
when the same question was asked 
him at the time of the Civil War: 

“Until we have attained our ob- 
ject.’ 

“We must and will go on until last- 
ing peace can be established. Per- 
sonally, I think that could best be 
done by the creation of the United 
States of Burope along the lines of 
nationality. That is a good basis for 
future peace.” 

Being asked by the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent the true reason for the ap- 
pearance of Russian troops in France, 
he answered: “To show that we are 
fighting side by side with our allies for

Philadelphia Minister Arrested After 
He Announced Plan to Preach 
Sermon on Plaintiff's Career. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 11.—The Rev. 
George C. Richmoni, suspended pastor 
of St. John’s Episco al Church, was 
arrested by postal inspectors yesterday 
and held in $500 bail, on the charge of 
having attempted to blackmail a mem- 
ber of his former congregation by 
threatening to deliver a sermon next 
Sunday entitled “‘A Remarkable Escape 
from Sing S‘ng, or How I Won a Place 
in Decent Society for a Notorious Crim- 
inal.”’ 

E. Howard Neumer, a clerk in the 
Pennsylvania Hospital, identified letters 
sent by the Rev. Mr. Richmond to him 
and to Superintendent Daniel Test of 
the hospital.

Be Best Guarantee for Peace; 
Asks for Campaign Funds. 
RECORD ~-AS- DIPLOMAT 
Nonpartisan League Gives Seven 


Instances Where Colonel 
Averted Trouble. 


Enthusiastic supporters of Theodore 
ixvosevelt throw his ‘hat into the polit- 
ical advertising ring in the issue of the 
Saturday Evening Post, out today. Then 
they pass around the hat for contribu- 
tions to a fund to be “expended for 
publicity.”’ 

The four-page advertisement closes 
with a coupon form to be filled out 
by contributors who are asked to donate 
from $1 to $10. The first page contains 
a picture of Roosevelt and the title: 
“Why Roosevelt Would Be Our Best 
Guarantee of Peace. An Open Letter 
to Patriotic Americans.’’ 

The sponsor for the advertisement is 
announced to be the ‘Roosevelt Non- 
partisan League, 12 Vanderbilt avenue, 
New York Cit. The add cost about 
$5000 a page. ; 

The advertisement purports to give 2 
historical outline of the things Roose- 
velt did in the interests of peace when 
he was President. It opens with an 
admission that before his accession to 
the presidency there were many per- 
sons who thought his impulsive disposi- 
tion and his imperialistic tendencies 
would endanger the peace of the na- 
tion. 

“100 Per Cent Peace Record.” 

*‘But what are the facts?’’ asks the ad- 
vertisement. ‘““They show a peace rec- 
ord that is 100 per cent perfect.”’ 

Seven instances are given to prove 

that Roosevelt was a peaceful Presi- 
dent. 
The first of these was the dispute with 
Great Britain over the Alaska boundary. 
The advertisement says that “ if Roose- 
velt had let Congress and the press get 
into the discussion it is easy to see 
how public anger would have blazed up 
both here and in Great Britain.’’ 

Another instance cited was the quar- 
rel with Germany over her blockade of 
Venezuelan ports in an attempt to en- 
force payment of debts to German sub- 
jects. The advertisement says Roose- 
velt did not make it known how near to 
war this controversy brought us, and 
‘‘for the sake of good feeling kept saga- 
ciously silent about the inner facts.”’ 
The advertisement adds: ‘‘Another kind 
of President would have kept sending 
notes until Germany had occupied and 
fortified the territory.” 

How He Dealt With Germany, 

The Germans had threatened to bom- 
bard Venezuelan ports and occupy its 
coast. Here is the story of what hap- 
pened as told in the advertisement: , 

‘*Roosevelt was watching, but not 
waiting too long. He announced our 
stand on the Monroe doctrine: ‘We do 
not guarantee any state against pun- 
ishment if it misconducts itself, pro- 
vided the punishment does not take the 
form of the acquisition of territory by 
any non-American Power.’ 

“Germany professed she had no such 
intentions—at least no ‘permanent ac- 
quisition.’ She felt free to make a ‘tem- 
porary’ acquisition. But Roosevelt knew 
how temporary acquisitions by Eurv- 
pean Powers soon become permanent. 
So he asked, through the German Am- 
bassador, Dr. Holleben, the Emperor's 
consent to arbitration. It was refused. 

“Finally, Roosevelt told the German 
Ambassador that if he didn’t receive 
the Emperor’s consent in 10 days he 
would order Admiral Dewey, then south 
of Cuba, to take his fleet to Venezuela 
to prevent 1 foreign landing. 

“A week passed. The German Ani- 
bassador said no consent had come, He 
Was sure none would come. Roosevelt 
remarked to him, pleasantly: ‘Then 
there’s no use in Dewey’s waiting the 
full 10 days. If the assurance doesn’t 
come in 48 hours, Dewey will gail.’ 

It came (in 36 hours), and Dewey 
didn’t sail. But the Emperor politely 
asked Roosevelt to become the afbitra- 
tor in the dispute with Venezuela. 
Roosevelt declined the honor, turning 
the business over to The ..ague Court 
of Arbitration.’’ 

The friction with Japan over the ex- 
clusion of Japanese coolies from Cali- 
fornia schools in 1906 also is cited. In 
this case it is asserted that Roosevelt, 
by conducting “conversation between 
gentlemen’”’ with high Japanese officials, 
in duced Japan not to send any more 
coolies here, and thus averted possible 
trouble. 


“Another Master Stroke.” 
Another master stroke for peace, the 


advertisement says, was the sending of 
the United States battleship fleet around 
the world just after the friction with 
Japan. 

The advertisement tells of diplomatic 
troubles with Santo Domingo, Cuba and 
Colombia, in which Roosevelt is alleged 
tc have averted war. It also tells of 
the troubie with Morocco over the kid- 
naping by the bandit Raissli of Perdi- 
caris, an American citizen, during which 
Roosevclt demanded Perdicaris alive 
of R-‘ssli dead.”’ He got Perdicaris. 
Attention is then called to Roosevelt’s 
achievement in settling the Russian- 
Japanese War at the Portsmouth con- 
terence and his receipt of the Nobel 
prise for doing so.

Labor and Employers. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Labor is often under the impression that the 
employers do not want to be fair towards labor. 

The employer thinks that labor, or at least 
the lator orzanizations, do not want to be fair. 

Labor must be considered and the labor unions 
must be considered, but théy must conduct their 
affairs in a fair and equitable manner. 

In the building industry, as well as in other 
industries, at least some of the labor leaders are 
today abusihg the power inyested in them by their 
respective unions. Labor leaders (not the rank 
and file) are almost entirely responsible for the 
misunderstandings, trouble and so-called strikes. 
The rank and file never benefit through strikes. 

The rank and file should be given every con- 
sideration by the employer, and the employer 
should be considered likewise. 

The present trouble may result in the entire 
building industry being idle for months. 

There seerrs to be only one solution—a board 
composed of an equal number of employes and 
employers to settle all disputes; agree on all rules, 
ete.—the decision of this board to be final on all 
matters, with the understanding that labor will 
net strike. All fair-minded labor leaders are in 
favor of such a board, even the national labor. 
leaders are in favor of it. This, if possible, and 
it should be possible, should go even farther than 
the building industry; it should be a board of em- 

_ ployers generally and all labor and employers of 
the entire city should be governed by this Board. 

To do this it is necessary to have a leader. The 
present time is ideal to form such a board, Fair 
labor organizations and fair employers could only 
gain through such a board and the unfair and un- 
scrupulous of toth sides could te compelled to be 
fair. 

The constant misunderstandings which arige at 

' present cannot continue and must be stopped. 
Other cities have had to do it, and a board, as 
above mentioned, would be a proper solution.

ROOSEVELT FOR NAVAL HEAD. 
There is a vacancy in the Government now 


8.| which Theodore Roosevelt can fill. It is the 
| Secretaryship of the Navy. 


The chair has an incumbent; Josephus Dan- 
iels occupies the place and draws the salary, but 
does not fill the office. Mr. Daniels’ usefulness 
to the Navy Department is at an end. He does 
not measure up to the standard required to meet 
the emergency of the present situation. He 


jlacks the confidence of the country. Whatever 
| the cause, he has lost the confidence and good- 


will of the officers of the navy, which ate neces- 


|8ary to success. Friendly co-operation between 
the officers of the navy and the head of the de- 


partment is an imperative condition of efficiency. 
The Fiske letter incident leaves a bad taste in 
the public mouth. Nothing would become Mr. 
Daniels so much as his resignation. 

On the other hand, Col. Roosevelt has the con- 
fidence and good-will of the naval officers. He 
is a man of exceptional initiative and energy; 
just the kind for head of a department where 
a tremendous force for efficiency is required. 
He is a man who gets work necessary to be 
done accomplished. We do not believe the peo- 
ple want Col. Roosevelt in the presidency. But 
the qualities that might make him a menace 
az chief executive would contribute to his success 
as a department head. The people have confi- 
dence in his capacity to “do things.” 

Col. Roosevelt himself has said that he has 
put aside personal ambition and wants to serve 
the country. These are his own words ‘in his 


letter to an Ohio German-American: 


I tell you in all sincerity that I am not at 
all interested in my own personal fortunes. 
But I am vitally interested in the welfare of 
the. United States and in American honor and 
National interest. 


Thé Colonel’s present objective is preparedness 
and where could he turn his patriotic fervor and 
strenuous efforts to better effect than in bring- 
ing up the allround efficiency of the navy? How 
could he better serve “the welfare of the United 
States?” All the people are agreed on the neces- 
sity of a strong navy. 

Col. Roosevelt has an excellent record in naval 
work. It is to him as Assistant Secretary that 
the preparedness of the navy in the Spanish War 
is credited. He insisted upon preparation for ac- 
tual fighting long before the war. 

We suggest, in the interest of harmony 
and effective naval preparation for any eventual- 
ity,-Col. Roosevelt as the successor of the Hon. 
Josephus Daniels. If President Wilson wants to 
combine good politics with good business, let 
him offer the Colonel the place. Would not the 
appointment receive universal and enthusiastic 
approval? 
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GIVE US THE PARE BUSSES. 

The Aldermen will have a second chance to 
approve a bill providing motor busses for Forest 
Park. Doubtless the Aldermen were right in par- 
ing the budget by cutting out certain of the pro- 
posals for increasing the number of motor ve- 
hicles at the disposal of city officials. But this 
is a plan that makes joy riding by the public pos- 
sible. It contemplates a new and much-needed 
service which will be self-supporting, which may 
even return a profit. It makes a modest begin- 
ning in solving a distinctive problem in a park 
of unusual extent among park areas of large 
American cities. 

The former vote rejecting the plan was not 
accepted as decisive, because it was felt that it 
did not represent the best judgment of the Al- 
dermen. They should not make the same blunder 
a second time. The merits of the bill deserve a 
unanimous endorsement. 
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We are supposed to have the greatest and best 
country in the world, but we are not proving 
the fact in our congressional proceedings. 

SUPPRESS THE STRAW BONDSMAN. 

Forfeited bail bonds to the number of 34 and 
amounting to a total of $15,950 remain uncol- 
lected in this city. 

Straw bail was a subject on which Circuit At- 
torney Harvey gave special assurances to the 
public during his run for office. It appears, 
however, that of the 34 uncollected bonds, eight 
were forfeited during the year 1915. On four 
of these the delinquent sureties either are not 
on the tax books at all, or are assessed for 
amounts less than the bond. 

Chief Deputy Dickmann of the Sheriff's office 
says that execution On the property of each de- 
linquent will be made if the School Board will 
guarantee the $70 for advertising costs. As the 
School Board is the beneficiary of forfeited 
it might with propriety advance the 
money, but the enforcement of the law should 
not depend on the fulfillment of such a condi- 
tion. To provide funds for the beard is not the 
only reason for holding sureties to the full legal 
requirements. If any have qualified through per- 
jury they should be punished. 

Négligence in collection seems to be shown by 
the number of uncollected claims against sure- 
ties with ample property on the tax rolls. Prompt 
measures in such cases tend to prevent a defeat 
of justice through straw bail.

But for its stupid failure to co-operate at critical 
times, the work might now be finished. If it has 
not caught Villa while it had our aid, how will it 
catch him after that aid is withdrawn? 

The head of a household that for five years 
has made itself a nuisance to the neighborhood, 
he thinks we should indefinitely continue to con- 
fine to our side of the lot line all efforts for 
relieving intolerable conditions. It is not the 
irritation resulting from the presence of our sol- 
diers that menaces peace. It is the depredators 
he seems unable to control, who come to destroy 
on our premises. 

In the pettiness of injured vanity he seems in- 
capable of looking beyond the fact that strangers 
have undertaken on Mexico’s sacred soil a duty 
he has neglected to do or been unable to do. In 
the days when he was friendly with Carranza 
Villa used to delight in declaring that the First 
Chief had the soul of a Latin but the mind of an 
Anglo-Saxon. He does not talk like one who 
has any of that quality in Anglo-Saxons or even 
Lstins which permits them to see themselves as 
others see them, 

He seems in fact to do his thinking with his 
whiskers.

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GERMANY’S GRATIFYING NOTE. 

Germany’s prompt admission of error in the 
Sussex attack, coupled with an unqualified apology 
and offer of reparation, is reassuring. It is grati- 
fying evidence of a genuine desire on the part of 
the German Government to maintain friendly re- 
lations and to keep faith in carrying out her sub- 
marine pledge, which is the condition of friend- 
ship. 

Additional evidence of Germany’s clearer com- 
prehension of the American attitude and _ the 
soundness of our contention, and of the better 
feeling of the German people, is found in the tone 
of newspaper comment. The Berlin Zeitung Am 
Mittag rejoices in the passing of the crisis and 
commends the understanding for the continuance 
ot friendship that has been reached. It adds: 
“Germans realize that American citizens cannot 
be required to suffer for English inhumanity and 
disregard of laws.” 

We heartily join in with the Gegnan newspa- 
per’s satisfaction that “even inthe midst of the 
present caustic bitterness the voice of reason is 
permitted to be heard.” The hope that reason and 
right will prevail to the end is in the hearts of 


all Americans. 
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WITH ALL MY WORLDLY GOODS.’’ 

In the interests of candor the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church considers eliminating from the mar- 
riage service the phrase, “With all my worldly 
goods I thee endow.” 

What the bridegroom means literally when he 
repeats that generdus-sounding phrase is that he 
endows her with a dower. This used to be gen- 
erally a life estate in his realty amounting to a 
third. Statutes in some jurisdictions have raised 
the old common law third to a fifty-fifty division, 
and the most that he could truthfully proclaim 
anywhere is “With half of my worldly goods for 
life I thee endow, unless I persuade thee to join 
me in a deed of conveyance some bright day, but 
in the meantime I retain the management of the 
whole estate, and up to the time of my demise, 
thou canst whistle for thy share.” 

“With all my worldly goods I thee endow” is 
a pretty sentiment—except in those cases where 
pauper young men marry rich girls and the au- 
dience sniggers. It has considerable meaning 
when very old rich men marry beautiful girls, 
but, generally speaking, it means little more 
than a gentle little bride’s promise to obey. 
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OBLIGATORY TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 
The Committee of 178, appointed by the French 

Government to study the needs of education in 

France, have just reported, through their chair- 

man, M. Astier. The report reads, in part: 

We find that our schools are not equitably 
arranged to meet the requirements of all 
classes alike. We give the people in easy 
circumstances a full classical, and evén pro- 

. fessional education gratis. We go so far as to 
tender the would-be lawyer, physician, engi- 
neer, scientist, teacher, his entire prepara- 
tion. But we give the workineman, the me- 
chanic, the farmer practically notmng beyond 
the elements. * * * We therefor- recom- 
mend that every public school in France 
teach the mechanical arts as an obligatory 
element of the curriculum; and to continue 
this class of instruction even through the 
high schools. Not only from a viewpoint of 
justice, tut with an eye to the greater glory 
of France is this suggestion made. The mil- 
lions of mechanics now are hampered by im- 
perfect knowledge of the possibilities of their 
trades; and a more perfect equipment would, 
neo doubt, result in many inventions, more 
thorough workmanship, and greater happi- 
ness among the; working classes from greater 
dexterity and better results with a minimium 
of labor. 

The Government has adopted the suggestion, 
and 200 hours a year have been set aside in day 
schools for technical training, four days weekly, 
for eight hours every week. The instruction must 
take place during the day (no night schools), and 
those already in active employ shall have the 
right to attend the four two-hour classes each 


week without prejudice, until the entire working

Securities of Road in Hands of 
Receiver Said to Have 
Little’ Value. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

HILLSBORO, Mo:, May 11.—The re- 
port of H. R. Dooley, State Bank Ex- 
aminer, of an examination of the Jef- 
ferson County Bank of De Soto, made 
by him Jan. 25, 1915, read to the jury 
in the second trial of Robert B. Mun- 
roe, assistant cashier, on the charge of 
grand larceny, discloses that State 
Bank Commissioner John T. Mitchell 
was fully informed of the bank’s unsat- 
condition more than two 
months before its collapse was precip- 
itated by the death of O. M. Munroe, 
its owner. 

A letter from Mitchell to the bank, 
dated Feb. 2, 1915, also read to the jury, 
suggested, on the recommendation of 
Dooley, that the bank should be in- 
corporated and managed by a full corps 
of officers and directors, and a reply 
on this and other matters touched on 
in the letter was requested within 15 
days, | 

Telephoned to Examiner. 

Dooley testified that he had a tele- 
phone conversation with Mitchell the 
day he examined the bank, but he was 
not permitted to repeat the conversa- 
tion. 

The grand larceny charge against 
Robert B. Munroe, who is the son of O. 
M., Munroe, is based on his acceptance 
of an $300 deposit from Miss Gertrude 
Hohenthal of De Soto when, it is al- 
leged, he knew the bank was failing. 
He was acquitted .t a previous trial on 
the same charge growing out of a sim- 
ilar transaction. ; 

Under the head of ‘‘General Remarks 

as to Condition of the Bank,’’ Dooley 
wrote the following in his report of the 
}examinations: 
“Mr. O. M. Munroe, sole owner of 
the bank, is in very peor health. He 
has not been able to give the bank his 
personal attention since Dec. 2, 1915. 
Your. examiner interviewed Mr. Munroe 
in his home, but,’ owing to his physical 
condition, he refused to discuss any of 
the affairs of the bank further than the 
answering and signing of question 
blanks which are made a part of this 
report. 

“Mr. R. B. Munroe, son of C., M®* Mun- 
roe, has been in charge of tne affairs 
of the bank during the sickness of his 
father, but claims to know very little 
concerning the value of the bank’s as- 
sets. * 

Lot of Overduc Paper. 

“There is a large amount of overdue 
paper and two excessive loans. The ex- 
tension of personal loans beyond ma- 
turity with interest credits, the prac- 
tice of taking credit with anticipated 
interest, the inability to produce colla- 
terals, trust deeds, etc., is very ob- 
jectionable.

“The Southern Traction Co. of Illi- 
nois is in the hands of a receiver. The 
bonds are now held by the American 
Trust Co., St. Louis, Mo., which is de- 
pository for same. The property bonded 
is an unfinished road between St. Louis 
and Belleville which as yet has no earn- 
jing capacity. The bonds are of no mar- 
ket value and the physical valuation 
depends absolutely on the outcome of 
litigations dealing with one of the pro- 
prosed ‘approaches’ to the Free Bridge. 
It appears that a 75-year franchise was 
granted this company, but the city has 
recently revoked same. As yet no at- 
tempt has been made to regain fran- 
chise. There is a difference of opinion 
as to whether the repealing of this fran- 
chise bill was constitutional. However, 
it remains for the traction company 
t. prove that ft was not, and in this | 
way regain same. If this cannot be done 
the bonds will have practically no value.
